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INTRODUCTION 





The following keyword index has been prepared to faci- 
litate your access to the information contained in the first 
five volumes of the Brain/Mind Bulletin. This introductory 
section describes the format of the index and what you should 
know about its use. 


Each major article in the first five volumes of the B/MB 
is included in this keyword index. Book reviews, listings of 
upcoming events and resources, short quotations and obituar- 
ies have been omitted. The keywords have been selected to 
reflect the major categories of information covered in this 
newsletter. In some instances popular words or phrases have 
been used in place of more technically correct terms. For 
example, RIGHT BRAIN/LEFT BRAIN appears as a keyword rather 
than HEMISPHERIC LATERALIZATION. Also, references to speci- 
fic individuals do not appear as separate keywords. In some 
cases an individual's name may appear in a keyword when that 
name occurs in a larger context. The PRIBRAM-BOHM THEORY is 
an example of a keyword which includes the names of two in- 
dividuals. 


All keywords appear in bolder type and are listed alpha- 
betically. Under each keyword the titles of the articles re- 
lated to that keyword appear. After each title there are 
three numbers which locate the specific B/MB the article ap- 
peared in and the page on which the article began. The first 
number after the title is the volume number. The second num- 
ber, in parenthesis, is the issue number. The third number, 
following the colon, is the beginning page number. The fol- 
lowing example illustrates the use of this reference format. 
On page one of the index the following entry occurs:
